Failure on the part of peoph* and 
officials to stand by the health hoard 
in their work, was given as the reas­ 
on for Dr. Lee’s resignation, ami he 
urged in his letter to the council that 
the time was not far distant when a 
full time health officer could be <*in- 
ploved. 
Th<* bus ordinance, which lias had 
n stormy tim«* for several months, 
and which w a s ¡»lyccd on first read­ 
ing at the last session of the council, 
was again thrown hack in the com­

Two Bills Introduced in The Senate 


Today By Edge 


Washington, Dec. IS—Two bills to 


•evise the Volstca-.l act were in- 
roduced in the senate by Senator 
Ddge, New Jersey, republican. 


The first would raise the permis-
